Point of View 

Finns’ topic teaching 
may be worth copying 


\/\l hen faced with a 

W * problem, it can 
be valuable to look at other 
approaches to similar challenges 
to improve. 

Because of similar approaches to 
social democracy, cradle-to-grave, 
taxpayer-funded programs, climate 
and sports, it is not unusual to make 
comparisons between Scandinavia 
and Canada. 

Enter Finland. 

The Finns have always been a 
resilient, stubborn lot, that legacy 
forged by centuries of domination 
by neighbouring empires and 
an amazing, albeit short, stand 
against the invading Red Army 
at the start of the Second World 
War. 

Last week, The Independent 
in the U.K. published a story 
by Richard Garner examining a 
radical change to Finnish primary 
education, asking if other Western 
democracies could consider a 
similar change. 

The Finns, a country of 
5.5 million, routinely are among 
the highest in international student 
assessment rankings. 

You’d think you wouldn't tinker 
with a recipe that yields that kind 
of success. 

However, the Finns have 


scrapped the tradition of 
teaching by subject and instead 
teach by topic. 

The justification is that the 
availability of technology and 
the ability of young people to 
use it more effectively than past 
generations call for a re-look at 
traditional learning. 

“For instance, a teenager 
studying a vocational course might 
take 'cafeteria services' lessons, 
which would include elements 
of math, languages (to help serve 
foreign customers), writing skills 
and communication skills,” says 
the article. 

All aspects of a topic are studied: 
Technology, math, communication, 
jargon, grammar, science, instead 
of the traditional paradigm of 
subjects. 

The Finns often lead change, 
almost by necessity. 

For example, Canadian minor 
hockey has studied the Finnish 
system where the best coaches 
work with the youngest players. 

Look at the Finns’ success in 
world hockey and in graduating 
stars to the NHL, especially goalies, 
for a country with a population one- 
sixth of our own. 

Perhaps our educators will watch 
with a curious eye.

Advocating for age 65-plus 
parking 

In memory of my mother, I recently 
started a petition to get designated 
parking for people age 65-plus in this 
province, starting at the municipal and 

As I have been working on this 
project, I am shocked by the apathy and 
dismissiveness from our elected officials 
when approached with questions or 
requests about this group. 

Research shows this group growing and it 
will represent nearly one-quarter of eligible 
voters in the coming years! 

Yet politicians have no focus for them. 

If well-enforced, this bylaw could even 
be a potential revenue generator for 
governments. Why don’t they at least 
demonstrate some interest? 

This is a generation whose early career 
taxes were allocated to the Canada 
Pension Plan for their grandparents, 
only to be told later there may not be 
enough for them. Their later career 
taxes paid for child care long after they 
could use it. They raised children and 


contributed to their communities. Now 

According to Statistics Canada, 80% of 
Canadians over age 45 self-identified some 
form of physical issue or disability. Mobility, 
pain and flexibility were the top three 
reported issues - at 24.5%. 

The severity in these categories increases 
with age. These types of issues may not 
necessarily qualify for the current disabled 
parking permits. 

They do impact the quality of life and 
safe accessibility to community services 
and retail outlets, particularly in inclement 
weather, for those wishing to remain active 
and independent. 

I am heartened by some of the responses 
I get from individuals; 'this is really needed; 
'this is for my mother who has arthritis but 
does not qualify for a disabled spot; 'what a 
great idea!’

Carbon Monoxide Detection 
Beat the Silent Killer 

Ontario is taking another step to keep families and homes in 

all residential homes. The new regulation, which came into effect 
October 15,2014, updates Ontario's Fire Code following the 
passage of Bill 77 last year. 

More than 50 people die each year from carbon monoxide 
poisoning in Canada, including 11 on average in Ontario. In an 
attempt to reduce this statistic, carbon monoxide detectors will 
now be required near all sleeping areas in residential homes 
and in the service rooms, and adjacent sleeping areas in 
multi-residential units. Carbon monoxide alarms can be 
hardwired, battery-operated or plugged into the wall. 
Compliance with the legislation will be phased-in: 

• Single-family homeowners and property owners/tenants 

in buildings that contain no more than 6 suites (i.e. two-unit 
residential and other small apartment buildings) will have a 
period of six months to comply (April 15,2015). 

• Residential occupancy owners of buildings with more than 
6 suites have 12 months to comply (October 15,2015). 

• CO alarms that have already been installed must be 
maintained in accordance with the Fire Code effective 
October 15,2014.

Environment and Climate 
Change conducts annual 
drinking water inspections to 
ensure the municipal drinking 
water system conforms 
to all provincial regulatory 
requirements. For the eighth 
year in a row the town received 
the highest achievable score of 
100% - a score that only about 
68% of Ontario municipalities 
receive in any given year. 

The report indicates that there 
were no compliance or regulatory 
issues and no best practice 
recommendations during the 
inspection period. This reflects 
the high-quality performance of 
staff, particularly with regards 
to water quality monitoring, 
reporting, appropriate corrective 
actions and awareness of 


town staff said in a news release. 

Reconstruction 
of parking lot 

The town has come together 
with the Lake Simcoe Region 
Conservation Authority (LSRCA) 
to ensure that the reconstruction 
of the Mary Street parking lot 
puts the environment at the 
forefront. 

The project is part of the 
town’s downtown revitalization 
initiative, and is intended to 
rehabilitate and enhance 
the parking lot. The design 
will incorporate Low Impact 
Development (LID) initiatives 
such as using permeable paving 
materials that allow stormwater 
to be absorbed back into the 


drinking water system processes, earth rather than running off and 


potentially causing flooding. 

The overall cost of the project 
is $350,000, of which the LSRCA 
will provide $200,000 to cover 
the cost of LID initiatives.The 
remaining $150,000 will be funded 
from the town's Cash-in-lieu of 
Parking Reserve Fund, resulting in 
no impact to the tax rate. 

The work is intended to be 
completed by spring 2016.
